Chaileston, Greeaville and Spartanburg—Paving—Fire De- 
partments—Markets—-Street Cleaning——Notes 
by Our Field Editor 


THE original pavements of Charleston were largely 
cobble stone, the use of which was brought about by the 
fact that sailing vessels coming to that port for cotton 
usually were in ballast, as the imports at Charleston 
were small compared with the cotton exports, and cobble 
stones were used almost exclusively as ballast. The city 
could obtain these for the cost of unloading only and 
thus could secure this paving material much more cheaply 
than any other, especially as there is little rock in the 
neighborhood of the city. Some of this cobble stone 
paving is still found in Charleston. 

Later the city laid a considerable amount of Belgian 
block paving because of its durability. Following this, 
iron pyrites from manufactories near by was used on 
the less traveled streets, but was found to be very un- 
satisfactory as the red dust and mud resulting there- 
from seriously soiled buildings and property. Clay gravel 
was then used and gave very good results on some streets, 
but wore out rapidly. Some sheet asphalt has been used, 
but the principal paving material at the present time is 
vitrified brick. 

Charleston has an excellent Fire Department which 
possesses seven engines in commission and four in re- 
serve; also two trucks and one chemical apparatus. It 
is probable that a combination hose and chemical wagon 
will be purchased this year. The Chief has an automo- 
bile for his use. In connection with the Fire Depart-

ment is a training school which is used by all the force 
and which is modeled after the New York School. 

In addition to the above apparatus, the department pos- 
sesses 400 feet of chemical hose, 8,150 feet of 214-inch 
hose in good order and 3,300 feet with defective rubber 
lining. All this has been tested by hydraulic pump with- 
in the year. With the 3,000 feet to be purchased this 
year the department considers that their supply will be 
ample. For carrying this there are seven hose wagons 
and four hose carriages. The department uses 28 horses 
for hauling the apparatus. A report of each fire attended 
is prepared by the foreman of each engine and filed with 
the department chief; these forms being very full and 
quite similar to those used in New York. The superin- 
tendent of the fire alarm telegraph reports, with justifi- 
able pride, that during seventeen years there has been no 
failure on the part of the fire alarm telegraph to record 
an alarm of fire. 

There is a large public market in this city, where both 
meat and vegetables are sold. Charges are made of $1.00 
per week for meat stalls and 50 cents per week for 
vegetable stalls with ten cents additional for light. In 
1907 the receipts amounted to $3,836, and the disburse- 
ments to $2,873, of which $540 were the wages of two 
sweepers, $1,700 the salaries of two men, $326.19 for 
repairs, $170.03 for gas, $87.25 for insurance and $49.03 
for sundries. This left S963 for interest, depreciation 
and profit. 

A unique feature is the use of buzzards as scavengers, 
and they keep the streets about the market clear of meat 
and vegetable scraps. They are protected by city ordi- 
nance and are as tame as domestic animals.

Unfortunately 
the city has practically reached its limit of bonded indebt- 
edness ; but owing, it is said, to the unnecessary frittering

permanent improvements to show for the same. 


Water is furnished by private water 
company and the only utility which the city owns is a 
good sewer system, which is kept clean by sixty-five 
flushing tanks. The sewage is discharged into the river 
without purification. Considerable difficulty is caused 
by the clogging of the sewers by the roots of shade trees, 
especially silver maples. The sewers are inspected and 
cleaned monthly.

The laws of the State are such that no charge for 
paving of sidewalks can be made against abutting prop- 
erty owners, but all such expenses must be borne by the 
city. About 80,000 square yards of concrete sidewalk 
have been laid by the city. During the past year an effort

The first modern fireproof office building in the city is 
to be erected this year. It is proposed that the city build, 
equip and operate a municipal slaughter house where all 
slaughtering must be done under the supervision of a city 
inspector who will inspect the meat both before and 
after killing. 

SPARTANBURG 

This also is a cotton mill town, with a population of 
about 18,000. It has probably the largest amount of im- 
proved paving of any city in either Carolina; in fact, it 
claims to have a larger amount than all the other cities 
in the State combined. There have been laid 40,000 


square yards of brick paving and 60,000 square yards 
of bitulithic, the latter costing $1.97 per square yard. 
This year they are intending to increase the area of gran- 
ite block paving by 10,000 square yards. Much of this 
paving has been done from the general tax fund without 
the issuance of bonds. More than 100,000 square yards 
of concrete sidewalks also have been laid.

The streets are cleaned once a day with a machine 
sweeper, followed by a gang of convicts who load the 
dirt into carts. The garbage is collected by the city and 
dumped on waste land. 

It has been found that the clay which constitutes the 
soil of most of this region is carried considerable dis- 
tances by vehicles, and the incoming sides of paved streets 
at the outskirts of the city receive large amounts of dirt 
in this way. 

About a vear ago the city bought the water works from 
a private corporation, paying $100,000 therefor: The 
plant was in fairly good shape but extensions are neces- 
sary and also replacing some of the mains with larger 
ones. The city has spent about $80,000 on their sewerage 
system, $200,000 on paving and $100,000 on sidewalks. 
The present bonded debt is $240,000, which is about 1.8 
per cent. of the full valuation of assessable property.

The city is allowed a bonded debt of 714 per cent. on 
60 per cent. valuation, or 41% per cent. on full value. 

It is probable that a new city hall will be built within 
a year or two, plans for one having already been prepared 
by Edwards and Walter. 





Cost of Street Cleaning 
City Engineer James F. Fisher of Williamsport, Pa., 
in his report for 1907, states that the cost of cleaning 
paved streets in that city was $3.41 per great square 
(10,000 square yards) cleaned one time. The average 
amount cleaned in one day by the full force was 61,711 
square yards, the cost of this, in detail, being as follows:

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The entire yardage of their paving is 206,875; conse- 
quently to clean all the paved streets every day by the 
present method would cost about $70.25 per day or $14,- 
612.00 for a season of eight months. The annual ap- 
propriation is just about half of this. Mr. Fisher recom- 
mends the following routine for cleaning during the 
coming year: Monday, clean all streets; Tuesday, pa- 
trol sweeping; Wednesday, patrol and flushing; Thurs- 
day, patrol; Friday, clean all streets; Saturday, patrol. 
By this system he believes that good results can be ob- 
tained well within the amount appropriated. 





GREENWOOD WATER AND LIGHT PLANT 


Tue annual report for 1907 of the municipal water 
and electric light plant of Greenwood, S. C., shows 
that the department is apparently operating on a sound 
business basis; although, unfortunately, a full demon- 
stration of this is lacking because the services rendered 
the city are not paid for. 

The department operates the water works and fur- 
nishes light for the city streets and also commercial 
lighting power. The department also maintains the 
sewerage system and filter beds. Tor six years a steam 
plant was used, but since May, 1907, current has been 
River Power Company, 
which brings this from a distant hydro-electric plant. 
The citys plant included two 1oo-h.p. boilers; one 200- 
h.p. engine; one 8x10 compound duplex steam pump; 
one 7x8 deep well pump; one 250-k.w. three-phase 2300-

week. 

As the city does not pay for services rendered, the 
entire cost of street lighting, sewer flushing, water for 
street sprinkling and other public services are borne by 
the consumers, in spite of which the rates are not high, 
being as follows: Water—one plain faucet, $8.00 per 
year; by meter, 20c per thousand gallons for 10,000 
gallons per month or less, and 15c per thousand for all 
over 10,000 gallons. Electricity—for lighting, 1oc per 
k.w.h. for 100 per month or less and 8c for greater 
amounts; for power, from 8c to a minimum of 2c when 
the amount used exceeds 10,000 k.w.h. per month. In 
estimating the services rendered to the city the following 
rates were used; public faucets and fountains, $75.00; 
arc lamps, (6.6 ampere series) $75.00 each; 50-c.p. series 
lamps, $25.00 each; fire hydrants, $40.00 each; water 
for flushing sewers and sprinkling streets, 5c per 1,000 
gallons. On this basis the department has furnished to 
the city services valued at about $6,000 each year, until 
the present year, when the value was placed at $9,070. 

Bonds for the construction of the plant have been is- 
sued to the extent of $57,358.70. Since 1900 there has 
been spent from the receipts $19,442.68 on extensions. 
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The total cost of the plant has therefore been $76,801.38. 
During 1908 the cash disbursements were:

The city pays 
each year $3,000 interest on bonds as partial payment 
for services rendered.

Deducting the $2,200 received from loans and Council 
and the $4,454.74 for extensions, the balance is found 
to be $3,096.89. The services rendered to the city at 
large are valued at $9,070, making a total balance of 
$12,166.89. Deducting from this the $3,000 interest 
paid by the city there is left a balance of $9,166.89 to be 
applied to depreciation and profit, which would seem 
to be ample to cover the depreciation, figured at 8 per 
cent, and leave $3,000 to $4,000 profit. 

This was the best year which the plant has so far ex- 
perienced; but if we consider the accounts since the in- 
auguration of the plant, we find that the amounts spent 
from earnings for extensions would have paid about 
4 per cent. on the bonds issued; and the value of ser- 
vices rendered the city, less the $3,000 paid by it each 
year, would have left approximately 5 per cent. on the 
cost of the plant to cover depreciation. This would be 
hardly considered sufficient; but if the balance for this 
year to April 1st be applied to previous years it would 
give sufficient to apply approximately 7 per cent. per 
year on depreciation. It would seem, therefore, to be 
demonstrated that the plant has, up to date, earned suffi- 
cient to pay all legitimate charges, with an indication 
from last year that in the future it will do much better 
than this; and this without excessive charges to either 
private consumers or the city. 

In connection with the last report, the Superintendent 
of the Department, A. J. Sproles, has sent a circular 
letter referring to a booklet entitled “Defunct Munic- 
ipal Lighting Plants,” published by the M. O. Publish- 
ing Bureau of New York, in which the Greenwood plant 
is included as one of the failures. Concerning this the 
Superintendent says, “I am of the opinion that their 
pamphlet is a fabrication—a tissue of falsehoods—from 
beginning to end. Although the price is 40c per copy, 
they state, ‘On your order we will send complimentary 
copies to editors, mayors, councilmen, physicians, dent- 
ists, barbers and libraries, because we believe such a 
distribution, at this time, will give facts on our side, 
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and will have a profound influence in checking the mu- 
nicipal ownership movement. Even if there is no pres- 
ent agitation in your city, the placing of these in the 
hands of a number of your influential citizens will tend 
to prejudice them against municipal ownership, and make 
it difficult for a movement to get under way.’ ” 

It is stated that the listing of this plant as a failure 
was due to their abandoning steam power and purchasing 
current from large wholesale dealers in it. While it ap- 
pears, as stated above, that the plant was not operated 
to as great profit while steam power was being used, still 
the conditions then were hardly such as to warrant it 
being classed as defunct. There can be no question that 
it was a wise business policy for the city to arrange to 
purchase the current from the Savannah River Power 
Company and it would have been an equally good policy 
for almost any private company to have done the same, 
since few small steam operated plants can compete in 
cost of current with large hydro-electric plants. 


Syracuse Water Supply 

THE water supply of Syracuse, N. Y., is obtained from 
Skaneateles Lake, about 20 miles away. This lake is 
used as a summer resort and it is therefore necessary to 
take very rigid measures to prevent the pollution of 
its water, which, except for such pollution, is excep- 
tionally good. The city has taken the usual precautions 
of patroling and in addition furnishes iron buckets and 
tubs for receiving and the removal of objectionable mat- 
ters. One of the resorts on the lake is Glen Haven 
where, in the summer time, there are probably 600 in- 
habitants. This resort is about 15 miles from the water 
works intake, but since it was thought necessary to pre- 
vent any danger from this source, the city last year 
constructed a plant for purifying its sewage. This plant 
cost between $12,000 and $15,000, and, as it was rather 
remote and no contractor appeared to desire the job, it 
was built by the city by day’s labor. 

The plant consists of a septic tank, 7x10x1o feet, and 
three 10x23 feet contact beds, which are dosed automat- 
ically. It is necessary to raise the sewage from the col- 
lector basin to the septic tank, which is done automatic- 
ally by an air lift devised by City Engineer Allen. <A 
dam has been thrown across a small stream near by 
and water is led from this to a hydraulic compressor 
which furnishes the air to force the sewage to the 
higher level. The supply is brought to the city through 
a 30-inch main, the limit of the carrying capacity of 
which has about been reached and plans for a duplicate 
line have been prepared, contract for which will prob- 
ably be let in a short time. 

Syracuse empties most of its sewage into Onondaga 
Creek, which flows through the city into Onondaga Lake. 
During the summer the water in this creek occasionally 
becomes very low and therefore offensively polluted. 
Acting on the advice of the State Board of Health, the 
city has decided to build an intercepting sewer parallel 
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to this creek and to put in a disposal plant. A law has 
been passed permitting the city to spend $50,000 on an 
intercepting sewer which will follow one side of the 
creek and connect by siphons with sewers on the oppo- 
site side. Inasmuch as Lake Onondaga is not a source 
of water supply to any city it will not ve necessary to 
get as complete purification of the sewage as would be 
necessary under other conditions, and it is probable that 
septic tanks and contact beds will furnish the desired 
purification. This work also will probably be constructed 
shortly. 


Cleaning Boston Catch Basins 


TueE Boston Finance Commission, in its final report 
on the Sewer Department of that city, makes many 
charges of inefficiency and carelessness, if not dishon- 
esty on the part of the department and especially in con- 
nection with the cleaning of catch basins. The De- 
partment does not even have more than a remote idea 
of how many catch basins there are in the city, but the 
Commission estimates that there are about 20,000. The 
defects of the Department are chiefly “Insufficient and 
inaccurate records, inadequate inspection, lack of prop- 
er discipline and supervision over the day labor force, 
and negligence in the selection of work to be done by 
contract.” 


In one district the data were found to be so unreliable 


that the actual quantity of work performed could not 


even be estimated. The inspection, although practically 
worthless, has been costly. The inspectors examined on 
an average from three to six basins per man per day, 
whereas an employee of the Commission examined about 
160 per day. The Commission estimates that a fair 
day’s work would be the inspection of at least 50 basins, 
including the removal of covers and the examination of 
traps. During one period of about seven months, four 
inspectors, whose time was charged up to the catch basin 
account, made no reports whatsoever. 


Contracts made in December, 1907, were awarded 
without competition to two contractors for cleaning 300 
specified basins at $5.00 each. Of these 300, ten had 
no existence whatever and ten others were duplicated 
in the contracts; moreover, many of the remaining 280 
basins did not need cleaning. Expensive as the work 
done by the Department itself is, it could have per- 
formed for $439 the cleaning of 185 of these basins for 
which it paid $925. It would seem to be almost certain 
that there was an enormous percentage of profit in this 
for the contractors. Moreover, many of the basins 
whose cleaning was thus contracted for were in much 
less need of this than others in neighboring streets not 
provided for. If this work were let by competitive 
bidding, and if only those basins were paid for which 
were cleaned, and only those were cleaned which needed 
it, the Commission believes that for half the money now 
spent the city could clean all the basins requiring it, in- 
stead of only a part of that number as at present. 
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A State Refuse Experiment Station 
Tue following is contained in a letter from a mem- 
ber of the Men’s Municipal Club of Renovo, Pa. 


I would like this State to select this borough as an experi- 
mental station in the study of the economical and sanitary col- 
lection and disposal of garbage, ashes and other waste matter. 
I believe that iron, paper, rags, kitchen offal, etc., could be col- 
lected and disposed of at a profit over and above the expense. 
If this can be established as a fact, its value to every community 
throughout the country, from a hygenic and sanitary point of 
view, cannot be overestimated. 1 enclose a clipping from a 
Du Bois paper, showing that the people of that place are suffer- 
ing from the stench arising from garbage, dead cats, dogs and 
pigs. I would not be afraid to assert that 98 per cent. of the 
towns and cities throughout the country are suffering in some 
degree from the same trouble. 


Some of the larger cities have employed experts to 
study their local conditions and recommend remedies 
therefor. The number of these, however, is small and 
few if any of the smaller cities have received such ex- 
pert advice. It is very probable that recommendations 
of what would be best for large cities could not be ap- 
plied with advantage to small ones. It is now becoming 
more or less common for the more progressive States 
to establish experiment stations for the study of the 
purification of water and the treatment of sewage. Only 
less important than these to the public health is the dis- 
position of municipal waste and it would seem to be well 
worth while for several of the States to make a syste- 
matic investigation of this subject as well. Concerning 
the specit] advantages which Renovo may offer as a 
site for 1 aking such an investigation we cannot say; but 
we would very much like to see the Pennsylvania State 
Board of Health, while in the flush of its new enthusi- 
asm, start at some point such an investigation as our 
correspondent asks for. 





Dumping Garbage Unsanitary 

Tue excellent Health Board of the city of Augusta, 
Ga., in its report for the year 1907, makes some re- 
marks concerning garbage disposal which seem worth 
quoting. “Hauling of garbage to the dump pile is cer- 
tainly not garbage disposal, but only the removal of 
filth from one locality to another. The germs of deadly 
diseases are deposited on the dump piles coming from 
the ash barrels of infected houses, and are in turn car- 
ried by flies, mosquitoes, cats, rats and dogs and by the 
wind into the homes of our people who are thus made 
ill, and not infrequently death ensues from such out- 
of-date, outrageous practice. Such methods are not in 
keeping with the teaching of the progressive spirit of 
to-day, or in harmony with claims our city would want to 
assume. The public dumps are made the receptacle of 
old mattresses, rags and filth of every description; they 
are unsightly, unsanitary and discreditable. Augusta 
has grown in every direction and it is now absolutely 
necessary to have shorter hauls or to increase the num- 
ber of our carts and wagons in use to keep our city free 
from garbage with that dispatch indispensable to neces- 
sary cleanliness. The present dilemma can be met with 
more carts and more active service, but the final solu- 
tion, according to present lights, must lie in the cremation 
of all garbage.” 








JOINT POLE LINES 


Tue danger and disfigurement of wire-supporting poles 
cannot be removed or avoided in every city or locality 
by the construction of conduits, owing to the cost of 
these; but the number of poles in the streets of many 
cities might be greatly reduced if the wires on the sev- 
eral corporations should be strung upon a single line of 
poles. In the average American city there are two or 
more pole lines in most of the principal streets. The 
conditions connected with the crossing of the various 
lines are especially bad in alley construction, where the 
wires are necessarily close together and proper clearance 
is difficult. In many instances the companies have greatly 
lessened these difficulties by entering into arrangements 
for the joint use of pole lines. Such joint use should 
be encouraged by municipalities, and even required so 
far as possible. 

The conditions and arrangements existing in Chicago 
were described by H. B. Gear in a recent paper, in which 
he stated that the lighting and telephone companies have, 
for the past eight or nine years, entered into an agree- 
ment with the result that a comparatively small part of 
the distribution systems of the lighting and telephone 
companies occupies separate pole lines on the same street 
or alley. On the joint poles the lighting wires are car- 
ried at the top, with a clearance of 5 feet between the 
lower cross-arm of the lighting company and the upper 
cross-arm of the telephone company. The lighting com- 
pany’s transformers are allowed to encroach on the 
clearance space, provided that at least 314 feet is main- 
tained between the bottom of the transformer and the top 
of the telephone wires. Ground wires (secondary lines 
and lightning arresters ) are covered by a half-round wood 
moulding for the protection of linemen as well as to pre- 
vent the possibility of stray currents passing from ground 
wires to the telephone system. 

The telephone company limits its open wire equipments 
to two cross-arms and a service buck-arm in outlying 
districts. Cables are used for the transmission up to 
within a block or two of the location of the telephone 
served. This avoids the necessity of extra cross-arms 
for through lines and greatly reduces the possibility of 
crosses with lighting services or high tension wires. The 
lighting service, being taken off above the telephone 
wires, cannot pass through or under a telephone line, 
which condition reduces the probability of their crossing 
with the telephone wires. Also being stronger than the 
latter they are not so likely to break and fall across the 
telephone wires as would be the case with the latter, were 
they above. Where underground lighting cables are 
brought up, a containing pole of iron pipe is extended 
to the top of the clearance space, thus safeguarding the 
telephone linemen and minimizing the danger of a cross 
between the lighting and telephone wires. 

By joint construction the equipment of two companies 
may be carried on one 35 or 40-foot pole instead of on 
two 30 or 35-foot poles; which effects a saving of ap- 
proximately 15 to 20 per cent. of the investment on 
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overhead lines. This of course applies only in original 
construction. Where one company is already on the 
ground, reconstruction for joint occupancy cannot be ex- 
pected to secure a saving in construction cost. The 
operating economies, however, are believed by the Chi- 
cago companies to make it economical to reconstruct old 
lines for joint use in preference to erecting a second line 
on the opposite side of a thoroughfare. 

An objection to such joint use is that the service of 
each company is likely to be interfered with by the 
employees of the other, through carelessness or malice. 
To avoid the latter, it is essential that the relations be- 
tween the employees of the companies be friendly. 

In Chicago the business arrangements include provi- 
sions that when either company proposes to extend its 
lines it notify the other company, giving a description of 
the number, size and location of poles to be erected. 
The foremen and inspectors of both companies then ex- 
amine the ground and make recommendations as to the 
number of spaces which their company may wish to re- 
serve and the cost is apportioned to each on the basis 
of such number. Where poles are already in, if they are 
large enough for both companies the second one pays 
the owner its proportionate part determined as above. 
If they are not large enough, the new company replaces 
them with larger, taking the old poles as salvage. The 
expense of maintenance is shared by the two companies 
in the same proportion as were the costs. 

The increased safety of the lives of employees and 
public and the diminished fire risk by such joint use are 
shown by the fact that hardly a case of serious trouble 
of such a nature has occurred in several years of joint 
occupancy, although there are now about 25,000 poles 
jointly occupied by the lighting and telephone companies. 





Municipal Lighting in California 


Tue Board of Trustees of Placerville, Cal., some 
time ago obtained by correspondence information con- 
cerning municipal lighting plants in the smaller cities 
of California, which information they have kindly for- 
warded to us. Their synopsis of the reports is as fol- 
lows: 

On account of the high cost of fuel on the Pacific 
coast, steam plants are not generally successful there; 
it is only where fuel oil can be had cheaply and con- 
tinuously that a steam plant is practicable. Many of 
the smaller cities which have municipal distribution of 
electricity for lighting and power buy the current from 
some of the large power companies. \Vater power is 
available here, and to such condition only was our in- 
quiry directed. 

Azusa, a city of the sixth class (that is, having less 
than 3,000 inhabitants) has municipal distribution of 
light. The current is bought from the Pacific Light 
& Power Company, a private corporation. The city 
has 50 incandescent lights on the streets, and 2,000 
lights furnished to private consumers at a flat rate of 
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$1 per month or meter rate of 1214 cents per kilowatt- 
hour. 

Riverside, organized as a city of the sixth class, has 
increased so rapidly in population that it now has over 
8,000 inhabitants, and has a special charter. It has 
66 arc lights and 985 incandescent lights in the streets 
and furnishes 18 arcs and 35,220 incandescent lights 
to private consumers. The city buys power from a 
private company, but has a fine auxiliary steam plant 
always ready to take up the load instantly if anything 
happens to the power line. They spend considerable 
in betterments, provide adequately for depreciation, and 
turn about $12,000 per annum into the city treasury. 
This is perhaps the best example of successful mu- 
nicipal management in the State. 

Ukiah has a municipal plant furnishing 6 arcs and 
100 32-c.p. lamps for street lighting, and serves 5,000 
lights to private consumers. It is a steam plant, but 
as they can now buy power from a private company 
at $4 per net horsepower per month they will here- 
after do so, keeping the steam plant as a reserve in 
case of accidents to the power line. 

Santa Cruz has a municipal plant for street service 
only, leaving the private consumers to be served by a 
local company. The plant is operated by steam power, 
furnishes 95 arc lights in the streets, and cost about 
$14,000. 

Healdsburg has a combined municipal water and 
lighting plant. I[t owns perennial springs in the moun- 
miles away, which discharge into a 


tains about 15 
reservoir, the water from which is piped down the 
mountain side to a power station, where electricity is 
generated for the use of the city, and the water then 
stored in another reservoir for municipal use. They 
have four are and 82 incandescent lights on the streets, 
and supply about 4,000 lights to consumers, at a flat 
rate of 25 cents per 16-c.p. lamp per month, meter rate 
They have an auxiliary 
steam power for use in case of accident. The plant 
cost $80,000. They provide for the interest and sink- 
ing fund on the bonded indebtedness, lay aside a fund 
to meet depreciation, and pay over $5,000 per annum 
into the general fund of the city as net profit. This is 
an excellent example of successful municipal ownership

of public utilities. 

Gilroy has municipal ownership of water works, gas 
works and electric light plant. They use steam power, 
with crude oil for fuel. The streets are lighted by 12 
arc lamps, 34 clusters of five 32-c.p. incandescents and 
6 clusters of three 32-c.p. incandescents. They also 
furnish 1,000 lights to private consumers, at a meter 
rate of 8 cents per kilowatt hour, flat rate of 50 cents 
to business houses and 25 cents to residences, per 
month, for each 16-c.p. lamp. The plant cost $12,000, 
and pays a profit to the municipality. 

Palo Alto has a combined water and electric light 
plant owned by the municipality. The power is steam, 
with crude oil for fuel. They have 40 arc lights in the 
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streets, and supply 1,000 customers, number of lights 
not stated. The combined plant cost $130,000, and 
nets a profit to the city. 


Anaheim has a municipal electric lighting plant. The 
power is steam, with crude oil for fuel. The streets 
are lighted with 33 large arc lamps on high masts, 
and they supply 312 consumers, number of lights not 
stated. The rate to consumers is 10 cents per kilowatt 
hour; no flat rates, as every consumer is provided with 
a meter. This plant nets an annual and satisfactory 
profit to the city. 

Lemoore has a municipal lighting plant operated by 
steam, using crude oil for fuel. The streets are lighted 
with 5 arcs and 68 52-c.p. incandescent lamps. They 
also furnish 1,200 lights to private consumers, at a rate 
of 15 cents per kilowatt hour. Plant cost $22,000. This 
plant has earned a profit for the city, besides $5,000 
expended in extending the service. An addition is 
necessary to the power, as the demand overloads the 
present machinery. 

The city of Biggs owns its distributing system, but 
buys current from Valley Counties Power Company. 
The streets are lighted by 2 arc and 4o incandescent 
lights, and they supply 430 lights to consumers. The 
city makes a profit on its system. 

These are all the small cities about which we can 
give you any accurate information. Placerville hopes 
to have a municipal lighting plant in the near future. 


Locating Buried Iron Pipe 


In the February number of the California Journal of 
Technology Albert E. Wright described a simple device 
used by him for locating a 12-inch cast-iron pipe buried 
from 2% to 3 feet deep, which passed through a field 
of stiff adobe soil, but the exact location of which was 
not known. The use of the ordinary miners’ dip needle 
suggested itself, but it was believed this would not be 
sensitive enough. Instead, a knitting needle was magne- 
tized and fastened to a strand formed of about ten fibres 
of silk floss. To hold these fibres in place on the needle, 
two half hitches were taken around the balancing point 
and glued there. In order that the two ends of the needle 
might be attracted by the pipe with different force, it 
was so balanced as to dip normally about twenty degrees 
from the horizontal. The needle was mounted in a cigar 
box, the upper end of the thread being fastened to the 
box with a thumb tack, and a divided circle was sketched 
in on each end on which to read deflections; also a ver- 
tical line was drawn from the point of suspension to 
serve as a guide in leveling the instrument. A glass 
cover was applied to keep out the wind. In use the box 
was placed on the ground in a horizontal position and 
oriented to stand north and south. By moving across 
the supposed line of the pipe, taking readings about two 
feet apart, the location of the pipe was very closely 
determined. The deflection over a bell was usually twice 
that over the mid-length of the pipe. This device cost 
eleven cents and saved several days’ labor in digging.

The city seems willing to pledge its reserve 
fund—2o per cent. of the revenues—for nine or ten years fur- 
ther into the future and contract for a million dollars’ worth or 
more of the granitoid. 


Tunnel for General Traffic 


Pittsburg, Pa—A committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
has reported on a plan for making accessible the territory south- 
west of Pittsburg. The plan suggested is the construction of at 
least one large general traffic tunnel through Mt. Washington. 
This should provide a foot path for pedestrians, space for street 
car tracks, and a roadway for general wagon traffic. Besides, 
a bridge should be built across the Monongahela river to con- 
nect with the tunnel. 


Mayor Would Pave City’s Main Street 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y.—Mayor John Kk. Sague is urging the 
Board of Public Works to lay a bitulithic pavement on Upper 
Main street, from Cherry street to the city line. The Mayor 
looks on this as the second great public improvement to be car- 
ried out under his administration, the first being the purification 
of the water supply. The new pavement, when laid, will meet 
the new State road from Pleasant Valley. It is believed that 


the authorities of Vassar College and the residents of Raymond 
street will combine to improve the approach to the college 
grounds by the use of the same material. 





Would Revive Asphalt Block Paving 


Toledo, O.—Representatives of the New Asphalt Block Pav- 
ing Company, which is located in this city, accompanied by the 
City Engineer and other officials, made an inspection of the 
twenty-three streets paved with blocks made by the old com- 
pany. Two of the streets, Erie and Superior, are in very bad 
order, and others need repairs. The company offers to take up, 
sort, clean and relay all the old blocks, where directed, for 50 
cents per square yard. They will also furnish and relay new 
blocks for $1.40.

Ten Municipalities May Join in One Disposal Plant 
Clifton Heights, Pa——At a recent Council meeting, Borough 
Engineer A. F. Damon was requested to give an explanation 
of the sewerage problem. Mr. Damon explained the system of 
septic tanks and aeration beds, and showed the economic advan- 
tages of the union of eight boroughs and two townships in the 
work of purifying Cobb and Darby creeks. Attention was called 
to the fact that the borough has no profiles of its streets, and 
one must be made before the sewerage plans can be drafted. 
City Pays Rent for Sewer 

Logansport, Ind.—Some time ago Dennis Uhl built a sewer for 
the city at a cost of $278,000, the city’s share being $57,449.

Fraud in Sewer Construction 


Topeka, Kan.—A report has been made by Burns and McDon- 
nell on their investigation of sewers in District No. 26 of the 
Sixth Ward.

12,000 cubic yards of excavation paid for was not done, and 
2,600 feet of sewer was not laid. On Lincoln street the sewer is 
ten feet above the grade required by the plans.

The code, which is quite long, will 
be printed and distributed among slaughter houses, meat mar- 
kets, and grocery stores, in order that the public may read it 
and make suggestions before it is finally passed

Paterson, N. J:—Mayor Andrew F. McBride and City Counsel 
Edward F. Merrey have requested the Board of Public Works 
not to act on some proposed ordinances for sewers and paving 
until it was ascertained whether they would interfere with the 
construction of- a double system of sewers which the Mayor, 
backed up by a series of resolutions of the Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion, informs the Board, must be started at once.

Pure Water for Cohoes

securing a pure water supply, a matter which had been much 
talked of but had remained dormant since he had been elected 
to the office. The Mayor stated that he had visited various 
cities where different systems of filtration were adopted, and 
that his idea was that mechanical filtration was far better than 
the gravity system, particularly as regards cost. Various details 
of possible plans were discussed, and the sense of the meeting 
was that a consulting engineer should be employed. 


Pure Water Wanted at Newport 


Newport, R. I—The City Council has refused to approve the 
agreement drawn up by Mayor William P. Clark with the 
Newport Water Works.

Pure Water Supply Increasing 

Philadelphia, Pa.—According to present plans, filtered water 
from the Torresdale plant will be supplied to the Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, and Fourteenth Wards by May 1. The 
section west of Broad and the downtown district will have to 
wait a long time yet for pure water. The present filtration 
capacity at Torresdale is 100,000,000 gallons. The completion of 
the preliminary filters will double that capacity.

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Passaic to Purchase Jersey City Water 


Passaic, N. J.—Passaic City has taken steps to take water 
from Jersey City when Passaic City’s present contract with the 
East Jersey Water Company expires, on September 2, 1909. The 
Jersey City water main from Boonton passes to the west of 
Passaic City, and to supply Passaic City it would be necessary 
to tap this Boonton main near that city. 


Value of Monongahela Plant 


Pittsburg, Pa.—The appraisers of the Monongahela Water 
Company have fixed the value of the property, including its 
physical value and the franchise, as instructed by the Court, at 
$1,975,000. The city’s experts had placed the value at between 
$1,000,000 and $2,000,000, and the company’s engineer at between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000. This will make the stock of the com- 
pany worth nearly its par value. 


STREET LIGHTING AND ELECTRIC POWER 
More Electric Lights in Baltimore 


Baltimore, Md.—Nearly 100 new electric arc lamps will shortly 
be hung throughout the city under the direction of Superin- 
tendent of Lighting McCuen. Of these, about 50 will be placed 
on Baltimore street, between West Falls avenue and Eutaw 
street, while the remaining number will be scattered over the 
rest of the city. Orders have also been given for 13 new gas 
lamps. These orders will bring the lighting facilities of Balti- 
more to about 7,600 gas lamps, 980 naphtha lamps, and 1,948 
electric arc lamps. 


Heat from Incinerator for Lighting Plant 

Berkeley, Cal—Favoring a plan for installing a municipal 
electric lighting plant, using the heat from incinerated garbage 
partly as a source of power, the Town Trustees have made a 
contract with the Berkeley Electric Light Company for one 
year, instead of the customary two years. It has already been 
decided to erect a garbage burner, and, in accordance with the 
advice of Herbert Alexander, an English expert on incineration, 
the surplus heat will be utilized. 


No Return of Gas Millions 

New York, N. Y.—The motion made on behalf of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company for the return to the company of $4,823,- 
000, its share of the $7,000,000 now held by Commissioner Shields 
as custodian as a result of the collection of $1 a thousand for 
gas pending litigation over the 80-cent gas law, was denied by 
Judge Hough in the United States Circuit Court. Judge Hough 
had declared the 80-cent law unconstitutional, but an appeal to 
the Supreme Court is pending. Judge Hough said he saw no 
reason why the status quo should not be continued until the 
matter has been disposed of by the Supreme Court. He added 
that if the funds should be withdrawn the court would have no 
power to secure their return; the only expedient if bonds were 
given would be to bring suits on the bond. 


Steal Electric Current from City 


Tacoma, Wash.—Councilman E. A. Lynn, at a recent meeting, 
made the charge that electric current is being stolen from the 
city. Challenged to show proof, upon adjournment, the entire 
Council and several officials went to a saloon, where they found 
a number of lights so wired that the two meters did not register 
the current. At other saloons visited a similar condition of 
things was found. The unworkmanlike method of wiring showed 
that the work was that of novices. 


Low Rate for Lighting 


Washington, D. C.—The Secretary of the Treasury has asked 
Congress for authority to enter into negotiations with the local 
company for electric current for light and power for all Govern- 
ment buildings, both Federal and municipal. The present rate 
is 6 cents per kilowatt hour. It is believed that a rate of 6 cents 
per kilowatt hour for the first million hours, and 2% cents for 
additional amounts, can be obtained. 
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Niagara to Supply Light for Syracuse 

Syracuse, N. Y.—Niagara power is ready to be turned into 
the distributing wires of the Syracuse Lighting Company as 
soon as a crossing is completed over the New York Central 
railroad tracks. Two complete circuits of three wires each have 
been laid from Niagara, 165 miles away. Besides the precau- 
tion of the double circuit, the local steam plant will be held in 
readiness to supply energy in case of a breakdown. The current 
will come to Solvay at a voltage of 60,000, when it will be trans- 
formed to three circuits for house lighting, street lighting and 
power. 


Washington Gas Rates 
Washington, D. C.—The appropriation bill for the District 
has been amended in the House by cutting the rate to be paid 
for gas used in municipal buildings to 75 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet. This is taken as an indication that the House will stand 
by the District committees in other moves they may make in 
reducing the price to consumers generally. Edward W. Bemis, 
Cleveland, O., recently testified before the committee that a rate 
greater than 85 cents to consumers was not justifiable on the 
Discussing the ques- 
tion of candle-power, he said that five candle-power in gas made 
a difference of about one gallon of oil for enriching purposes 
for 1,000 cubic feet, or about 5 cents difference in money.

Unequal Rates for Lighting

Best Equipped Fire Department in South 

Knoxville, Ky.—Chairman W. S. Nash, of the Fire and Police 
Committee of the City Council, will take up the additional equip- 
ment for the Fire Department that was proposed in the $180,000 
bond issue in the effort to remove the “pink slip” from insurance 
in the city. “We shall try to equip the Fire Department so as to 
make it superior to any city of its size in the South,” he said. 
“The citizens of Knoxville met in mass-meeting and asked that

Salaries of London Firemen 


London, England.—The following are the prevailing rates of 
pay in the fire brigade: Men under instruction, 24s. a week; 
on appointment as firemen after not less than three months 
under instruction, 25s. a week, rising by annual increments of 
Is. a week to 30s. a week; on the completion of six years’ satis- 
factory service (excluding time under instruction) and the pass- 
ing of an ordinary educational examination, 31s. a week, rising 
by annual increments of Is. a week to 34s. a week; on the com- 
pletion of ten years’ satisfactory service and the passing of a 
further educational test and qualifying in steam and certain 
special subjects, 35s. a week. 


Would Guard Skyscrapers 

New Orleans, La.—Fire Chief O’Connor recommends that an 
ordinance be adopted making it obligatory on owners of build- 
ings more than five stories in height to provide chemical en- 
gines mounted on two wheels, with a tank of not less than forty 
gallons and hose complete, which can be carried on an elevator 
from floor to floor. The Chief, in his report, finds that out of 
twenty skyscrapers erected in the last five years only one has 
made any attempt to afford protection to control a blaze in case 
of emergency. He also recommends that a hand-pump with 
five-gallon pails be provided and carried on the hook-and-ladder 
trucks and hose wagons of the Department. These, in his 
opinion, would be of great utility and render valuable service, 
with the aid of elevators, in lofty buildings. 


Gets Secret Police Fund 

New York, N. Y.—Police Commissioner Theodore Bingham 
has received assurances from the Board of Aldermen of a grant 
of $25,000 for secret police service. The Commissioner said he 
desired to form a secret service force of men who would be able 
to do valuable detective work because they would be unknown 
to criminals, and particularly he wanted to keep a watch on the 
anarchists and Black Hand groups. The necessity for such a 
force was shown by the recent bomb explosion in Union Square. 

People Save Town Bell 

Norristown, Pa.—Heeding the protest of 1,200 volunteer fire- 
men, Town Council refused to adopt the recommendation of the 
Fire and Water Committee, to sell the 3,500-pound fire bell to 
East Rutherford, N. J., for $1,000. The firemen, through the 
Firemen’s Union, representing the fire companies, came into 
Council with a petition requesting that the bell be retained for 
future use. The bell was abandoned for a steam whistle, after 
it had seriously damaged the tower on City Hall, where it 
The agitation to sell it thoroughly aroused the town, and 
there was a large outpouring of people.

Permanent Firemen for Orange 


Orange, N. J.—A resolution was adopted at the last meeting 
of the Fire Commission for placing the Fire Department on a 
permanent basis on May 1. A list of men to operate the several 
pieces of apparatus was also passed on. Six provisional men 
were appointed to enter the service about the middle of May 
or early in June, when the hook-and-ladder truck will be placed 
in commission in the valley section of the city. All the men 
are between twenty-one and thirty-eight years of age, in accord- 
ance with a new rule of the Commission. 


Less Crime in Paterson Than in Other Cities 


Paterson, N. J.—Among the recominendations made by Chief 
of Police John Bimson in his annual report is the establishment 
of at least ten substations. Another request is for an addition 
to the mounted squad and the erection of a stable for the horses. 
An increase in the detective force and the establishment of the 
Bertillon system of identification is also desired. Ten new patrol 
boxes, with electric light signal system, are the principal need in 
the way of equipment. In considering the morality of the city, 
the Chief reports that there is less crime and disorder in Paterson 
than in any other city of like size in the United States. 
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State Fire Marshal for Rhode Island 


Providence, R. I—An act to create the office of State Fire 
Marshal has been introduced in the Legislature. The salary of 
the official will be $3,000 a year, and his duty shall be to investi- 
gate and report upon every fire in the State. He will have 
power to summon witnesses and make arrests where necessary, 
and will maintain an office in Providence, open at all times. 
Chiefs of Fire Departments must notify the Marshal upon the 
occurrence of a fire, and assist in investigating the cause. In- 
spectors will be appointed, who may enter any building, and, 
if they find that, through age or lack of repair, or because it 
has inflammable or explosive substances therein, without proper 
protection, they may order conditions remedied. The total ex- 
pense of the office, not to exceed $20,000, shall be borne by the 
fire insurance companies, in proportion to their gross premium 
receipts. 

Federal Bureau of Identification 

Washington, D. C.—Major Richard Sylvester, Superintendent 
of Police, as head of the International Association and the 
3ureau of Identification, has conferred with Secretary Straus, 
of the Department of Commerce and Labor, for the purpose 
of interesting him in the question of the United States Govern- 
ment taking charge of the Bureau of Identification. Major 
Sylvester believes this change would be the means of bringing 
the police branch of the Government and those of the munici- 
palities closer together, so that better work could be accom- 
plished. 


To Adopt Standard Couplings 

Washington, D. C-—Commissioner H. B. F. Macfarland is con- 
sidering the adoption of standard couplings for fire hose and 
hydrants, advocated by the National Fire Protective Associa- 
tion. The purpose is to install standard-sized couplings, so that 
assistance may be rendered one city by the Fire Departments of 
other cities, in emergency cases. 

Police Chief Wants Curfew Law 

Williamsport, Pa—In his annual report, Chief Charles F. 
Evans urges the passage of a curfew law. He says it is a 
common thing to see boys and girls, of from twelve to sixteen 
years of age, upon the streets as late as midnight. As the law 
now stands, the police are helpless. 


GOVERNMENT AND FINANCE 


Eleven-Year Deficit at Haverhill 
Haverhill, Mass—The report of Harvey S. Chase, municipal 
expert, to the Finance Commission, shows the conditions of the 
city for a series of eleven years. The chief point brought out 
in the report is the fact that in the last eleven years the deficit 
totals $318,226.87, averaging $29,900 per year; in other words, 
the city has expended nearly $30,000 a year more than it was 
able to pay for out of its income. These deficits have been sup- 
plied each year from borrowed money in order to meet the city’s 
obligation. It is also pointed out that if the city had been 
allowed to increase the tax rate from $12 to $13, eleven years 
ago, the increased cost of administration would have been met 
without resorting to debt extensions, as the amount of yearly 
deficits equals a trifle over a dollar on a thousand of the city’s 
valuation. 


Good Financial Showing 


Logansport, Ind.—The annual report submitted by Mayor 
George P. McKee to the City Council shows that during the 
year 1907 the bonded indebtedness of the city was reduced $19,000, 
and the floating debt $31,706.03, making a total of $50,706.03. 
The increase of cash in the City Treasury was $13,715.85, show- 
ing betterment in city finances of $64,421.88. The municipal 
electric lighting plant contributed towards this good showing, 
the net earnings being $8,658 greater than the previous year, 
although the low rate of six cents a kilowatt is given to all 
consumers. 
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Simple Remedy of Spending Less 


Boston, Mass.—In reply to a communication from the Board 
of Aldermen requesting the Finance Commission to submit 
recommendations looking toward raising revenue from new 
sources, the Commission has replied, in effect, that it is not 
necessary to increase taxes or raise additional incomes, but that 
the simple remedy lies in spending less money. The cause of 
the present financial difficulties is that the government has been 
in a state of demoralization, intelligent administration being 
almost wholly lacking. Fraudulent methods, petty in character 
but expensive in the aggregate, have crept into the administra- 
tion. The cost of work is generally excessive, often two or 
three times what it would be in private hands, the result being 
that in the past twelve years the tax rate has risen from $13 
to $16 on the thousand, and the debt has increased four times 
as fast as the wealth, and seven times as fast as the population 
of the city. In the reports already made, economies have been 
recommended which, if effected, would save over $600,000 an- 
nually, yet these reports cover only part of the city’s business. 
In conclusion, the report says: “The Commission feels that to 
discover new funds or to invent new schemes of taxation merely 
to increase the volume of municipal expenditure would tend to 
encourage extravagance in administration, and would serve no 
useful purpose.” 


Chelsea Wants Government that Can Act 


Chelsea, Mass.—Following the example set by Galveston in 
a similar emergency, citizens have started a movement for the 
appointment of a Commission form of government. The placing 
of executive and legislative functions in the hands of a few men, 
the essential feature of the plan, it is believed, will lead to quick 
and effective action in rebuilding the city. 


Civil Service Rules and Telephone Franchise Adopted 


Dallas, Tex.—At the recent election, two questions submitted 
to the citizens for decision were carried. Accordingly, a fran- 
chise for installing and operating a telephone system was de- 
clared granted to A. J. Brown and others. The other matter 
was a referendum ordinance, providing that all employees of 
the city shall be selected on their qualifications for the work 
required, irrespective of religious or political opinions. 


Comptroller Opposes Municipal Ownership 


New York, N. Y.—Comptroller Metz, to whom has been re- 
ferred the application of Borough President Ahearn, of Man- 
hattan, for a municipal asphalt paving plant, and of the Trustees 
of the Public Library for an electric lighting plant for the new 
library building, will report unfavorably on both projects. He 
says that the lighting of the Museum of Natural History by its 
own plant costs five times as much as it would if done by con- 
tract. In his own office, the Comptroller says, it costs the city 
about twice as much to do business as it would a private concern. 


Civil Engineers’ Term of Service Changed 


New York, N. Y.—Governor Hughes has signed a bill provid- 
ing that assistant engineers in the city departments in New 
York City need have only five years’ previous experience as civil 
engineers, instead of ten years, as formerly. 


Philadelphia’s Anniversary 


Philadelphia, Pa—The 225th anniversary of the founding by 
William Penn of the government of Philadelphia, to be cele- 
brated during the entire week of October 4-10, promises to be the 
most remarkable celebration of its kind ever attempted by any 
American city. The celebration will embrace the first historical 
pageantry ever witnessed in this country; a review of the Police 
and Fire Departments of the city, in which will be shown the 
evolution of the municipal forces from early times; an industrial 
parade, and marine pageant. Arrangements are under way for 
holding many national conventions in Philadelphia during Found- 
er’s Week. 





City Will Miss License Money 
Mattoon, Ill—Mayor Lewis Lehman has decided to resign 


from office because the city voted for prohibition. He argues 
that he cannot consistently head the city government, because 
the loss of $19,000 derived from nineteen saloons each year will 
cripple the city finances beyond relief. The Mayor counted on 
the license money to help pay for a water works system, for 
which bonds to the amount of $185,000 have been voted. 


Legal Fee for Opening Streets 


Pottsville, Pa.—After three years of legal battling in the 
County and Supreme Courts, the Pottsville Gas Company has 
won a verdict against Pottsville Borough, a jury deciding that 
$3 is an excessive charge for a permit to open the streets in 
order to repair gas mains. The company defied the Borough and 
refused to pay its fees for years back. 





City Notes at Low Interest Rate 

Rochester, N. Y.—Comptroller Pond has sold short-term city 
notes in the sum of $297,000 for less than 4 per cent. Bond & 
Goodwin, of New York, took $197,000 at 3 1-2 per cent. and $11 
premium, and $100,000 at 3 3-4 per cent. and $11 premium. This, 
the Comptroller regards as an evidence of the confidence re- 
posed by financiers in Rochester’s securities. It also indicates, 
he says, that the money market is getting back to its normal 
condition. The notes sold were for two months, for the purpose 
of raising funds to run the city pending the collection of taxes. 


Loose Methods of Accounting 

Wilmington, Del.—An expert auditor, employed by City Coun- 
cil to examine the accounts of the city departments, has sub- 
mitted a report, showing the lax system in which the city’s 
More than $200,000 is owing the city in 
delinquent real estate taxes of the levy of 1906 and prior years, 
and uncollected sewer liens amount to $71,421.87. The report 
also declares that the Water Department never has reported to 
the City Auditor the total amount of water rents assessed for 
any fiscal year.

The Southern Products Company, which bid $587,000 for a ten- 
year contract, has made a proposition to do the work according 
to the new requirements for $646,000.

Company Refuses Water for Street Cleaning 

Pittston, Pa.—The city officials have been unable to place 
the new street cleaning apparatus in commission because the 
Spiney Brook Water Supply Company has served notice on 
the city not to use water for that purpose. Some of the 
Councilmen claim that, as the city owns the fire plugs, it may 
use them for any purpose. The matter will be turned over to 
the City Solicitor for adjustment. 


PARKS AND OUTDOOR ART 


Double Rows of Trees for Boulevard 


Boston, Mass.—The Park Commissioners have decided to 
adopt the plan of planting trees on Commonwealth avenue 
which was petitioned for by the residents. The scheme pro- 
vides for a double row of trees on each side of the central 
walk. Trees will be planted 4o feet apart, old trees being 
utilized so far as possible. The plan was prepared by Arthur 
A. Shurtleff and indorsed by the Boston Society of Architects 
and the Metropolitan Improvement League. 


Des Moines Commission Drops Golf Instructor 

Des Moines, Ia.—The office of Instructor at the Waveland 
Golf Club has been abolished by the new City Council. The 
action leaves Arthur Herr, professional golfer, without a posi- 
tion. Mr. Herr has presented a petition, signed by 150 golfers 
of the city, to have the office reinstated. 

Water Hyacinths a Nuisance 

Houston, Tex.—Acting on information received regarding 
damage done by water hyacinths in obstructing streams in Louis- 
iana and eastern Texas, where the government spent $200,000 
last year in trying to control the pest, the city authorities have 
given orders to have all the hyacinths in Sam Houston Park 
destroyed. A few years ago these plants were introduced from 
Florida as a floral ornament. 

Work of Newark Shade Tree Commission 

Newark, N. J.—A recapitulation of the year’s work of the 
Shade Tree Commission, filed in the City Clerk’s office by Sec- 
retary Carl Barnwald, shows that 3,177 trees were set out in 
25 miles of streets, bringing the total number set out by the 
Commission since its formation in 1904 up to 8,135 on 729 miles 
Assessments levied on the property benefited aver- 
aged $2.49 per tree. The setting out of several hundred trees 
at the request of individuals and the protection of 80,000 old 
trees from insects, horses, wires and gas leaks, also constituted 
part of the work. A ten-acre nursery has been set out on city 
property, which will greatly reduce the cost of trees.

Electricity for Suburban Trains 

Boston, Mass.—Vice-President Byrnes, of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, predicts that, if his company is 
allowed to purchase a controlling interest in the Boston and 
Maine Railroad, within five or six years all suburban lines within 
a radius of twenty miles of Boston will be operated by electric 
power. Moreover, the stations of the two companies would be 
connected with a tunnel, allowing interchange of passengers. 


Price of Cleveland Railway Stock 

Cleveland, O.—The disagreement between Mayor Johnson and 
I’, H. Goff on the price to be paid by the holding company for 
the stock of the Cleveland Electric Railway Company threatened 
a break in the negotiations. The Mayor’s valuation of the stock 
was $50 and that of Mr. Goff $61.75, with no allowance for good 
will. The time for reaching an agreement, however, has been 
extended. 

Indiana Railroad Report 

Indianapolis, Ind.—The Railroad Commissioners of Indiana, in 
their second annual report, devote considerable space to the 
interchange of traffic between steam and electric railways. An 
act of the General Assembly of 1907 made it the duty of all 
carriers to promote such interchange by providing proper phys- 
ical connections. The report states that the subject has received 
little attention from Railroad Commissioners of the country. 

Subway Bridge 

Portland, Ore.—Mayor Lane is of the opimon that the time 
is opportune for the people to begin to plan to construct a 
subway beneath the Wiilamette river to accommodate traffic. 
He believes that such an improvement would be of great benefit 
to the city, as it would facilitate transportation from one side 
of the river to the other and also on the river. The North 
ISast Side Improvement Association has gone on record as favor- 
ing a bridge. 

MISCELLANEOUS 
City Docks for a New Seaport 


Beaumort, Tex.—Having acquired its title to a port city 
through the purchase of a steamship by one of its citizens and

Big Loss on City Printing Plant 


Boston, Mass.—That the municipal printing plant during the 
year 1907, the last year of the Fitzgerald administration, was 
operated at a loss to the city of $0,980, due to extravagance and 
wastefulness, was the report made to Mayor Hibbard by Pat- 
terson, Teale & Dennis, a firm of public accountants engaged 
ta make an investigation of the operation of the plant since its 
foundation in 1897. This is the loss shown without making any 
charges for depreciation of the plant, replacements of type or 
interest on the capital investments, the normal provisions for 
which, the report states, would increase the loss for the year to 
$18,438.42. 

Saloons Gain One Town 

Denver, Col.—Thirty-five towns in Colorado in which elec- 
tions were held recently voted on the question of local option. 
Nineteen of these resulted in no license and sixteen voted to 
license saloons. The anti-saloon element won over four towns 
that were formerly “wet” and the liquor element made gains 
of five towns, giving them the advantage of one in the total of 
changes. Arvada, Silver Plume, Lyons and Cortez, where 
saloons have been in operation, voted to abolish them. In 
Littleton, Sterling, Holly, Brighton and Lamar, formerly “dry,” 
the people decided to license liquor selling. 
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Stringent Sunday Ordinance 


East Orange, N. J—At a session which lasted until after one 
o’clock in the morning, the East Orange City Council passed a 
stringent ordinance governing business on the Sabbath. The 
measure forbids the sale or delivery within the city limits of 
any article, excepting newspapers, milk, ice, drugs, medicinal 
and surgical appliances. Meals may, however, be sold in res- 
taurants, boarding houses and hotels. Opening of real estate 
offices on Sundays is prevented by a separate clause. The 
principal argument over the proposed measure was on the mat- 
ter of ice cream. One citizen settled the matter by declaring 
the public ate too much ice cream anyway, and if they had to 
have it for Sunday dinner they could get it on Saturday. The 
passage of the measure is said to have been promoted largely 
by liquor dealers who feel aggrieved by the strict enforcement 
of the laws affecting their business. 


Chief Justice Censures Police Judge 

Newark, N. J—At the opening of the county courts, Chief 
Justice Gumere instructed the Grand Jury to ignore the com- 
plaints of conspiracy of City Council Nugent against Prose- 
cutor Mott, Sheriff Sommer and Benjamin Atha, foreman of 
the last Grand Jury. He said that there was no such thing as 
a criminal conspiracy to procure the indictment of a guilty man. 
The court further asserted that grand jurors were immune from 
criminal or civil action for indicting a person. The action of 
Police Judge D. T. Howell, in accepting Nugent’s complaints, 
was severely censured. 

Curbstone. Market Established 

Newcastle, Pa—An ordinance has been passed establishing 
and regulating market places on certain streets and sidewalks 
within the city, generally known as curbstone markets, and pro- 
viding for the licensing and regulating of persons who sell 
meat and produce. Certain places named are set apart in the 
forenoon of every Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday. No 
peddling is allowed on the streets generally during market hours. 


Annual Review of Public Works Department 

New Orleans, La.—At the annual review, the Department of 
Public Works made the best showing in its history. The De- 
partment now owns eighty head of stock, eleven sprinklers, 
twelve dump wagons, five flushers, twelve sweepers, one egg 
wagon, One paper wagon, two floats, while the number of hired 
street carts amounts to 145. The total force of men is now 
271, of whom 237 are white wings, thirteen are market men 
and offered for the best 
equipped horse or mule with cart. The first prize was a bridle; 
second, free shoeing for a year; third, $5 cash; fourth, a whip; 
fifth, a martingale. All prizes were donated.

Improvements Called For in Mayor’s Message 

Philadelphia, Pa.—Mayor Reyburn’s annual message outlines 
plans for great municipal improvements and suggests means 
of financing them. He proposes to take bonds issued for self- 
sustaining enterprises, such as the filtration plant, out of the 
loan limitation, or increase the bonding capacity from seven to 
ten per cent. The plans for future improvements include con- 
crete bulkheads along the Delaware and Schuylkill and the 
construction of commercial boulevards, space being left for a 
belt line freight railroad with no grade crossings. 


Free Bridges Without Ownership Proposed 

Pittsburg, Pa—Mayor Guthrie has explained to several Coun- 
cilmen a plan, suggested by Judge Buffington, by which the tolls 
of the Allegheny bridges may be commuted and they may be 
made free so far as the individual citizen is concerned. The 
plan is simply the expedient of having the city pay in semi- 
annual installments the amounts which the citizens would have 
paid. The advantage to the city would be freedom from all 
responsibility in relation to the bridge, its maintenance, repairs, 
relations with traction companies and the hazard of an order 
from the Federal government to raise the roadways. 





LEGAL NEWS 


A Summary and Notes of Recent Decisions—Rulings 
of Municipal Interest 


COMMERCE IN INTOXICATING LIQUORS 


Ferdinand Phillips, Plaintiff in Error, vs. City of Mobile.— 
A license tax imposed under municipal ordinance upon those 
engaged in selling beer in the city by the barrel, half barrel, 
or quarter barrel must be regarded, even when applied to in- 
terstate transactions in the original packages, as an exercise 
of the police power permitted by the Wilson Act of August 
8, 1890, subjecting intoxicating liquors arriving in a State to 
the laws of such State enacted in the exercise of its police 
powers, although the city may derive more or less revenue 
from the ordinance in question—United States Supreme 
Court. 


EMPLOYMENT WITHOUT AUTHORITY 


Magee vs. Town of Osyka.—Without authority so to do, 
the Town Health Officer and Mayor employed plaintiff to 
assist the Health Officer and enforce his orders during a 
yellow fever epidemic. The minutes of the Municipal Board 
do not show that plaintiff was ever employed by the town, 
or that any act of his was ever ratified by it. Plaintiff never 
reported any of his acts to the board. Held, that plaintiff 
cannot recover for services rendered.—Supreme Court of 
Mississippi. 


LICENSE FOR SHOWS BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Robinson vs. City of Norfolk.—The Code, 1887, providing 
that the jurisdiction of the corporate authorities of each 
town and city in criminal matters and for imposing and col- 
lecting a license tax on all shows, performances and exhi- 
bitions shall extend one mile beyond the corporate limits 
of such town or city, is invalid in so far as it authorizes a 
city to levy a license tax on a circus exhibiting beyond its 
territorial limits for the sole purpose of raising revenue to 
defray the general expenses of such city.—Supreme Court of 
Appeals of Virginia. 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS—REVIEW 


Browning et al. vs. Pensauken Township et al.—This court 
will not allow a writ of certiorari to review an ordinance of 
a township granting permission to an adjoining borough to 
lay sewer pipes in a highway of the township merely be- 
cause a taxpayer anticipates that a privilege reserved to the 
township to connect a sewer system of its own with the 
system of the borough, if the township shall determine so to 
do within five years, will work an injury to the taxpayer, in 
the absence of any affirmative action on the part of the town- 
ship indicating a purpose to avail itself of its option.—Su- 
preme Court of New Jersey. 


LUNCH WAGON—BUILDING LAWS 


Town of Montclair vs. Amend.—A lunch wagon moved 
from without to within the fire limits, placed upon a city lot, 
and there connected with gas, telephone, and electric light 
wires for business purposes, is a building or structure within 
those terms as used in the building ordinances.—Supreme 
Court of New Jersey. 


CONTRACTORS DEFAULT—COMPLETION OF WORK 


City of Auburn et al. vs. State ex re]. First National Bank 
of Chicago et al—A contract with a construction company 
for street improvements expressly gave the Common Council 
the right to suspend execution thereof, and to annul the same 
whenever it failed to prosecute the work at a satisfactory rate 
of progress and to comply with its terms and stipulations, and 
such failure was declared a cause of forfeiture at the option 
of the Council. Held, that the company having failed to 
carry out its contract it was competent for the Council to 
contract with another company to complete the unfinished 
work.—Supreme Court of Indiana. 


WATER CONTRACT BETWEEN CITIES 


City of Colorado Springs vs. Colorado City.—Where one 
city agrees to furnish another city water on certain terms, in 
consideration of being given a right of way through the 
other’s streets, and neither city appears to have complied 
strictly with the requirements of law, and the agreement is 
acquiesced in for thirty years, the city furnishing the water 
will be estopped from repudiating the contract for failure to 
—" with the law in making it—Supreme Court of Colo- 
rado. 
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GOVERNMENTAL AND SPECIAL POWERS 


Judson vs. Borough of Winsted.—A borough is not ac- 
countable to third persons for the manner of exercising pow- 
ers vested in it as the agent of the State in the administra- 
tion of government, nor for the negligence of an employee 
in the performance thereof. Hence, where a borough is 
authorized to provide for the preservation of property from 
fire, it is, while exercising that power, performing a public 
governmental duty, and exempt from the application of the 
rule of respondeat superior. Where a borough is engaged 
in the exercise, through an employee, of powers granted to 
it as a special privilege for the entire or partial benefit of the 
corporation or its inhabitants, the rule of respondeat superior 
applies; hence it is liable for injuries resulting from the man- 
ipulation of water hydrants in the performance of the duties 
connected with the ordinary conduct of the water system 
and supply, notwithstanding the water hydrant may also be 
used for fire protection—Supreme Court of Errors of Con- 
necticut. 


PAVING ASSESSMENT SUSTAINED 


Nixon et al. vs. City of Burlington.—In an action to restrain 
the levy of paving assessment, taxpayers may not object that 
the notice for proposals by contractors was insufficiently 
definite and specific; that the Clerk in recording the order 
for the improvement failed to state whether the order was 
made upon the petition of property owners or upon the 
Council’s motion; that a fair and impartial hearing of the 
taxpayers’ objection to the assessment was not accorded by 
the Council; that the Council committee appointed to confer 
upon the matter of their complaint refused to give them 
a hearing—since none of those matters go to the jurisdiction 
of the Council, and plaintiff's remedy was by appeal from the 
assessment.—Supreme Court of Iowa. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT—STATE CONTROL 


Davidson et al. vs. Hine, Mayor, et al.—Local Acts of 1907, 
providing for the appointment by the Governor of a Bureau of 
Public Safety consisting of five members, and confiding in such 
bureau full power and control of the Police Department and 
the Fire Department, the organization and discipline of such 
departments, and the custody and control of all public prop- 
erty, books, records and equipments belonging to such depart- 
ments, was invalid, in so far as it referred to the Fire De- 
partment, since the Fire Department is an agency of local 
government maintained for the benefit of the local commun- 
ity, and hence the act was an infringement of the municipal- 
ity’s right of local self-government, and its unconstitution- 
ality would render the entire act invalid——Supreme Court of 
Michigan. 


PAVING ASSESSMENT—BENEFITS 


Kirtland vs. Parker et al—Where by statute a final and 
conclusive character is given to an assessment for benefits 
when confirmed, and such assessment shows upon its face 
that notice has been given to parties interested to object 
and opportunity to be heard thereon, which opportunity has 
not been availed of, and when such report upon its face de- 
clares that such assessment has been made in conformity 
with the rules of law, the proof that the assessment was not 
so made must be clear and cogent to warrant the court in 
disturbing it. The mere coincidence that the benefits so as- 
sessed appear to be in proportion to the frontage of each 
property assessed along the line of the improvement cannot 
be urged against the declarations of the report of the com- 
missioner that the assessments were made according to the 
peculiar benefits each property has received.—Supreme Court 
of New Jersey. 


IMPROVEMENT ASSESSMENT—RAILROADS 


City of Seattle vs. Seattle Electric Co.—The interests of a 
street railroad company in the part of a street improved is 
not subject to assessment for the improvement, under Bal- 
linger’s Annual Codes and Statutes, providing for assessing the 
“lots, blocks, tracts, and parcels of land” that will be specially 
benefited thereby.—Supreme Court of Washington. 


REVOCATION OF BUILDING PERMIT 


C’Bryan vs. Highland Apartment Co.—Under Kentucky 
»tatutes, 1903, giving the Board of Public Safety exclusive 
control of the Department of Buildings, the Building In- 
spector is subject to the order and direction of the Board, 
and, where complaint is lodged with the Board, and on a 
hearing it is decided that the Building Inspector had no 
right to issue a certain permit, upon a showing that such 2 
building as contemplated would be in violation of the build- 
ing ordinances, the Board may properly direct the permit to 
be canceled, notwithstanding work has been commenced.— 
Court of Appeals of Kentucky. 
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DEFECTIVE STREET—SNOW AND ICE 


Hadden vs. City of Somerville—Laws to recover damages 
for the death of a person caused by an injury received from a 
defective public way is independent of the right given to re- 
cover compensation for conscious suffering during the life- 
time of a person so injured, plaintiff must, under either sec- 
tion, prove that the authorities responsible for the condition 
of the way failed to maintain it in a reasonably safe con- 
dition for the use of travelers. Revised laws relieve cities 
and towns from liability for injuries caused by snow or ice 
on a public way, if the portion of the way where the acci- 
dent happened was at the time otherwise reasonably safe and 
convenient for travel. Section 10 requires surveyors and 
road commissioners to cause snow to be removed wor su 
trodden down as to make the public ways reasonably safe 
and convenient. Under section 23 a city or town is subject 
to indictment if it neglects to maintain a public way, where 
incumbered with snow, in a reasonably suitable condition for 
the use of the public. Held, that section 19 should be con- 
strued with sections Io and 23 to form a consistent system 
whereby cities and towns are exempted from suits by trav- 
elers injured by reason of the obstruction of a public way 
by snow or ice, while, in the interest of the public, a penalty 
is imposed if the statutory duty of the city or town to remove 
the obstruction is either wholly neglected or negligently per- 
formed; and hence an artificial opening made through the 
snow or ice in a street to drain surface water into a gutter, 
but not extending below the surface of the soil, whether 
made by the public authorities or by some one for whose 
acts the city is liable, does not render the street dangerous 
in the sense that it constitutes either a defect in the roadway 
or an obstacle to travel for which the city should be held 
liable in damages.—Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts. 


VALIDITY OF TAX SALE 


Anderson vs. Messenger.—The charter of the city of To- 
ledo, Local Laws Ohio, 1836-37, while authorizing special 
assessments on property to pay for local improvements, made 
no provision for a hearing to ascertain the benefits to such 
property by reason of the improvement, and for that reason 
a sale of property thereunder for non-payment of such an as- 
sessment was void, as depriving the owner of his property 
without due process of law.—United States Circuit Court. 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS—ARBITRATION 


Smadbeck vs. City of Mt. Vernon.—Under the charter of 
Mt. Vernon, providing for three Assessors to be chosen by 
the people, and that the expense of public improvement 
shall be apportioned and assessed by the Assessors upon 
the land benefited thereby in proportion to the benefit derived 
from the improvement, an agreement by the city and an 
abutting owner that the value of his lots before and after a 
change of grade should be fixed by arbitrators, whose de- 
cision would be final, and that the benefit should be taken as 
the amount to be paid in lieu of the assessment, is ultra vires 
and void, since it abrogated the right of the Assessors to 
make the assessment, and the power of the Assessors is 
quasi judicial in character, and cannot be delegated—New 
York Supreme Court, Appellate Division. 


DEFECTIVE SIDEWALK 


Gallagher vs. Town of Watertown.—Where plaintiff re- 
ceived injuries by stepping into a hole in a sidewalk, the 
question of his due care is one for the jury. Where there is 
evidence, in an action for injuries to plaintiff from stepping 
into a hole in a sidewalk, that a lamp post had been removed 
from the walk, and that the earth with which the hole was 
filled had settled, leaving an uneven surface, and that this 
condition had existed over a year, the question of the city’s 
negligence is one for the jury.—Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts. 


PRESENTATION OF CLAIMS 


Richardson vs. City of Salem.—Under the charter of the 
City of Salem, providing that no claim against the city shall 
be paid until it has first been itemized and verified by affidavit 
of claimant, etc., the itemizing and verification of a claim pre- 
sented against the city are conditions precedent to the city’s 
liability, and a complaint not alleging that the claim was item- 
ized and verified when presented was defective on demurrer.— 
Supreme Court of Oregon. 


DEMOLITION OF PRIVATE BUILDING 


Faucheux vs. Town of St. Martinville—A municipal cor- 
poration is prima facie liable in damages for the unlawful 
demolition of a private building by direction of its board of 
trustees. The burden is on the corporation to plead and 
prove that the acts of its agents were wholly ultra vires.— 
Supreme Court of Louisiana. 
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DEFECTIVE WATER MAIN—ACTIONS 


Ettlinger vs. City of New York.—A municipal corporation 
does not insure citizens against damage from works of its 
construction, and its obligation is measured by the exercise 
of reasonable care, and liability can only be predicated on its 
neglect or misconduct. In an action against the city for the 
overflow of water, the evidence showed that it was caused 
by defects in the water mains, that the flow was discovered 
about 3 A.M., that the city’s representative was notified about 
that time, and that at 8 a.m. the flow ceased. The city’s rep- 
resentative came to make inquiries about I P.M., and the re- 
pair gang went to work on the broken main. Held to estab- 
lish a prima facie case, rendering a dismissal of the action 
erroneous.—New York Supreme Court, Appellate Term. 


DISCHARGE OF FIREMAN 


People ex rel. Dailey vs. O’Brien, Fire Commissioner, et al. 
—Where, on the hearing of charges against a fireman on 
the ground that he was instrumental in procuring another 
fireman to pay money to S. to secure the latter’s services to 
obtain a promotion in the service, there was evidence that 
defendant introduced such fireman to S., and at that meet- 
ing an arrangement was made by which the fireman agreed 
to pay S. $1,000 to obtain an appointment as Assistant Fore- 
man and to gain a rerating on the eligible list, the Deputy 
Fire Commissioner before whom the charges were tried was 
authorized to find as a fact that defendant introduced the 
fireman to S. in order that the latter should use his influence 
for the benefit of such fireman. Where two charges were 
filed against relator looking to his dismissal from the Fire 
Department of New York City, and on the trial one of the 
charges was dismissed and he was found guilty on the other, 
a statement in the order discharging him from the force that 
he was found guilty and dismissed on both charges was a 
harmless clerical error. —New York Supreme Court, Appellate 
Division. 


CONTRACT OF EMPLOYMENT—AUTHORITY 


Witmer vs. City of Jamestown.—A city cannot, before ac- 
quiring a water works system, enter into a contract with an 
individual, whereby he shall have charge for an indefinite 
period of the additions which may be made to a water works 
plant of a private corporation after the city has acquired it— 
New York Supreme Court, Appellate Division. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS—DAMAGES 


Taintor vs. Mayor, etc., of City of Cambridge. Same vs. 
City of Cambridge—Revised Laws provides that, where an 
assessment is made against abutting property for a street 
improvement, the owner may give notice in writing, before 
the estimate of damages is made, that he elects to surrender 
his land, in which case the board may take the whole thereof 
and estimate the value, excluding the benefit of the improve- 
ments, and the land shall be conveyed to the city; the owner 
being entitled to the estimated value. Held that, where an 
order of the Commissioners laying out a street and taking 
part of petitioner’s land for that purpose fails to allow pe- 
titioner any damages, it is an adjudication that petitioner was 
not entitled to damages, and hence is an estimate of damages, 
precluding petitioner from thereafter enforcing the accept- 
ance of the land. Where a city took part of a lot for the pur- 
pose of widening a street, and the owner elected to surrender 
all the land, but failed to do so before damages were ad- 
judged, and the board then expressly refused to take the 
land, a petition for the assessment of damages for taking his 
whole estate cannot be maintained.—Supreme Judicial Court 
of Massachusetts. 


LETTING OF SIDEWALK CONTRACTS 


People ex rel. Whitlock vs. Lamon et al.—Sidewalk Act 
provides that all contracts for the construction of sidewalks 
where the expense exceeds $500 shall be let to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder. Heid, that a city cannot, in having a walk 
constructed which would cost more than $500, let separate 
contracts for the walk in front of each lot to the same person 
at the same time, so as to reduce the amount of each con- 
tract to less than $500 in order to get the work done by pri- 
vate contract—Supreme Court of Illinois. 


ASSESSMENTS—BENEFITS—PENSION 


City of Peoria vs. Smith—The apportionment by the spe- 
cial assessment commissioner of the cost of an improvement 
as between the public and private owners in special tax pro- 
ceedings is final, and may not be reviewed by the courts, 
while in special assessment proceedings such apportionment 
may be reviewed by the trial court, but its decision is final— 
Supreme Court of Illinois. 












MUNICIPAL APPLIANCES 


Indiana Reversible Road Roller 


Tue Indiana Reversible Road Roller, made by the Indiana 
Road Machine Co., Fort Wayne, possesses its peculiar feat- 
ure without losing any of the advantages of an ordinary 
roller. As shown in the illustration, the front end of the 
frame is carried by a roller-bearing wheeled truck to which 
the tongue is attached. The main roll shaft is stationary 
and the rolls are in two sections to facilitate turning on 
curves. In reversing, after disconnecting, the tongue and 
front truck are turned around the main roll, the team walking 
around with it. In making this move, the driver need not 
dismount as the lock is in easy reach. The bearing for the 
reversible draft arm is provided with rollers which reduce the 
friction to a minimum. The brake, operated with a hand 
wheel near the driver, is a convenient device. The rollers 
are made in three sizes: four-ton, 56-inches diameter; five-ton, 
58 inches; and six-ton, 60 inches. All the rollers are 54 inches 
wide. A jarge ballast box will carry a weight of a ton or two 
when desired.

Sarco Asphalt Filler 


Sarco Asphalt Filler for filling the joints of brick and block 
pavements is a uniformly pure bitumen with a melting point 
high enough to save it from running out of the joints, thus 
protecting the edge of the brick. It retains sufficient elas- 
ticity to take up the vibration of the blocks and deaden the 
sound of traffic. With the filler in the joints, the pavement 
is waterproof and sanitary. The adhesive qualities of the 
filler persist at all temperatures and prevent it from 
being washed, broken or swept out of the joints. 
Block pavements, formed with Sarco, may be opened 
to traffic at once, instead of waiting for hardening, as 
in the case of Portland cement, quite an important consid- 
eration on a busy street. Sarco filler is made under the 
supervision of technical men, and, it is claimed, is a scientifi- 
cally proportioned material. Petroleum, soft bitumen and 
asphaltum, hard bitumen, enter into its composition in the 
proportions of 70 and 30 respectively. The melting point of 
the composition may vary from 220 to 190°F., as required to 
suit the conditions as to climate and other conditions. The 
weight is 8 pounds per gallon at a temperature of 60°F. In 
use, it is recommended that the material be heated to about 
400° F., so that, when actually poured, it shall be at 350°F. 
Sarco is shipped in light steel drums, from which it may be 
removed by cutting the sides and ends of the drums and 
rolling the material out. For pouring, the company makes 
a funnel-shaped can narrowed down to a tip at the pouring 
end, furnished with a handle, projecting from the top, and a 
valve rod, controlled by the operator, for opening the deliv- 
ery valve at the tip. The pouring is done by a man placing 
the tip in the joint of the pavement and walking slowly-back- 
ward at such a speed as to completely fill each jeint withont 
using a surplus of material. 
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Liquid Asphalt 


THE Indian Refining Company, Road Paving Department, 115 
Broadway, New York City, makes a preparation for treating 
roads which is described as a manufactured product carrying 75 
per cent. asphalt in a solution fluxed with other constituents of 
a volatile nature absolutely free from paraffin and sulphur. The 
material remains in a fluid condition at a temperature above 
50 degrees Fahrenheit. The odor, which is slight as compared 
with coal tar preparations, is not offensive and disappears a few 
days after being laid on a road. The liquid was prepared after a 
number of years’ experience with crude oil and is designed to 
meet the objections that arose. The company has special equip- 
ment and is prepared to take contracts for laying dust on roads. 


Chicago Concrete Mixer 


THE concrete mixer made by the Chicago Concrete Ma- 
chinery Company, 20 South Canal street, Chicago, Ill., is a 
batch mixer having all the advantages for turning out a high 
grade of concrete peculiar to that class of machine. The 
reason for this is that in hand mixing the material is usually 
mixed two to six times and in continuous mixers, five to 
fifteen times, while in batch mixers, the ingredients are agi- 
tated from seventy-five to 100 times a minute. The exterior 
of the mixing drum is cylindrical in form. Four deflecting 
faces, riveted across opposite interior edges, give the general 
interior form that of a cube. The mixing is performed by 
the deflecting faces combined with four mixing blades, two 
of which are large, slightly angular in form, placed on oppo- 
site sides of the drum and extend to a head of the cylinder 
opposite a deflecting face. The two small blades are placed 
on opposite sides of the center of the cylinder and form long 
angles with the heads of the mixing chamber. The interior 
construction gives the effect of mixing in a cube. The irreg- 
ular cubical hue gives a larger end to end motion of the 
aggregate than a perfect cube; the large angular blades cut- 
ting through the main mass of material at the bottom of the 
chamber alternately from each end produce a positive and 
vigorous lifting and pouring movement of the aggregates; 
the large blades produce a positive mixing of the adhesive 
materials and, at the same time, are so placed that they 
receive the aggregates thrown from the deflecting faces, pre- 
venting the formation of balls. The drum is driven by, and 
rests on, a single ring at the center of the drum. It is sup- 
ported by four ‘rollers, placed together and carried on a single 

cast-iron bed. The bed piece is a single casting with lugs 
bases to carry the main shafts and other lugs supporting 
the feed-spout braces and the frame, which carries the dis- 
charge spout. The drum is so made that, when worn out, the 
old shell can be taken from the ring by cutting a few rivets 
and a new shell put in its place by an ordinary mechanic. 
The discharge is effected by means of a simple scoop sup- 
ported on a swinging frame. The scoop, when swung in, 
will take out a wheelbarrow load or an entire batch, as de- 
sired. The outer shell and deflecting faces of the Chicago 
Mixer are made of a superior grade of red tank steel. The 
heads of the drum are made of blue annealed steel. A softer 
grade of iron is used on the heads of the drum where there 
is practically no wear.

Washington Society of Engineers.—At 
a meeting, April 7, W. A. McFarland, 
Superintendent of the District Water 
Department, in a talk preliminary to the 
inspection of the new pumping station 
at Second and Bryant streets northwest, 
described the work done by his depart- 
ment in detecting water waste. A force 
of about thirty men conducts the inves- 
tigations at night, when waste is great- 
est, by using tne pitometer for measur- 
ing the flow of water. When the flow is 
considered too great in a main it is traced 
from large to smaller pipes until the 
offending consumer is located. Great 
wastes have been discovered and checked 
in the government departments. In the 
navy yard, the flow has been reduced 
from 3,600,000 to 1,677,000 gallons. In 
the four months from December I to 
March 31, the department has cured 
leaks amounting to 1,560,000 gallons, a 
daily saving of $15.60. After the ad- 
dress, the engineers spent about two 
hours in the pumping station admiring 
the new 30,000,000-gallon pump. After 
the inspection of the plant a buffet lunch 
was served.
